THE BOOKSELLERS’ WORD. 


Tue word of the booksellers, as expressed 
in the memorandum of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the American Booksellers’ Associa- 
tion, puts the retail trade definitely and hap- 
pily on record in favor of a low retail price 
for books, which will give to the public an 
evident advantage from the new method in- 
volved in the “publishers’ plan.” We are 
glad to believe, as we have more than once 
stated, that most publishers have accepted the 
reform in that spirit: and it is to be regretted 
that, in some instances, incidental circum- 
stances, or a failure to carry out the plan in 
this respect, have led to criticism, in some 
cases well founded, although in others based 
on a misapprehension of the facts. 

The Booksellers’ Association meets the plea 
of the Library Association for a larger dis- 
count, with a request to the Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation that the library discount should be 
abolished altogether. Incidentally criticism is 
passed upon the State Librarian of New York, 
in response to the gauntlet thrown down by 
him a year or two since, which will seem to 
the trade well founded, although it is to be 
regretted that the criticism should be couched 
in phraseology which is in itself not beyond 
criticism. That the State should interfere 
with private business by making the public 
library. at the expense of the public, a sub- 
stitute for the local bookstore, can scarcely

seller’s and the taxpayer’s point of view. It 
is unfortunate, also, that the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Booksellers’ Association has per- 
mitted itself to make the threat of appeal- 
ing to the labor organizations and attempt- 
ing to make so minor a matter a State issue— 
which does more harm than good. On the 
main question it would seem that the extreme 
position of the librarians has been met by an 
extreme position on the part of the Book- 
sellers’ Association—perhaps too much on the 
principle of the jury which takes a ballot on 
a suit for damages and averages up the re- 
sult. The libraries under the old system, or 
lack of system, were practically buying their 
books without paying the ordinary expenses 
of handling them—which was asking too 
much. On the other hand, there is not a little 
to be said, practically, in favor of some con- 
cession to them which would not advance the 
price of books to them under the new plan 
beyond a reasonable extent. There is much 
disposition on the part of publishers to make 
some further concession to public libraries, 
but not to the extent proposed by the Library 
Association. The Booksellers’ Association is 
thoroughly right in the position that it is not 
fair to ask that books should be handled 
without cost, and that discount to the libra- 
ries should be the same as discount to the 
trade. One instance has come to our notice 
where one firm, which incidentally publishes 
some books, or a book, has gone to the ex- 
treme of making a larger discount to libraries 
and to professional men than to the book- 
trade, which, of course, is notice to the book- 
trade not to handle the book. A discount 
which shall hold for the bookseller at least 
the cost of handling books for libraries, and, 
properly, something more, would be the happy 
mean, and we trust that this may be the re- 
sult arrived at—not by polemics or abuse, 
but by mutual consideration. 

The Booksellers’ Association proposes some 
modification of the plan, speaking out strongly 
in favor of bringing novels under the rule, 
and asking for the extension of the one-year 
period. The halfway measure adopted for 
novels has had the result of affording to the 
one department store which is on the war- 
path fresh fuel for its advertising campaign, 
which seems to be conducted regardless of 
the fact that it is not always practicable to ob- 
tain the books so freely advertised. We hope,

THE ASSOCIATED BOOKSELLERS OF 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


“THE Relations Between Authors and Pub- 
lishers” was the subject discussed at the meet- 
ing of the Illinois Press Association, held on 
April 3 at the Palmer House, Chicago, under 
the direction of the Publishers’ Section of 
which Mrs, Fanny M. Harley, formerly head 
of the F. M. Harley Publishing Company, is 
the chairman. L. Frank Baum, who spoke for 
the author, advised his confréres to stick to 
one publisher, emphasizing the injustice of 
deserting a publisher after he had invested 
heavily in advertising to make a reputation 
for the writer. He surprised his hearers by 
counselling small royalties, showing the ad- 
vantages derived therefrom by facilitating 
greater sales through a larger amount of ad- 
vertising. He showed how the interests of 
both parties are mutual, and that the pub- 





A pont of much importance in the prepara- 
tion of publishers’ catalogues for the coming 
season is the designation of net books on the 
publishers’ plan by some distinctive biblio- 
graphical mark which can be generally adopt- 
ed. The word net is of doubtful significance 
in this connection, because it may refer to net 
books under the old regime, meaning books 
cf close discount, or to those of the new plan, 
meaning books of reduced price, with no dis- 
count to the public. Possibly the initial R, 
meaning “reduced” or “reform” price, or the 
initial P, referring to the publishers’ plan, 
might be used; or a printer’s sign in general 
use but not associated with any special mean- 


ing might be found; or a heavy-face dollar 
(®) or cent (ec) mark might be used to desig- 
nate net books on the new plan, while on 
others ordinary face would be used as here- 
tofore. We suggest that this should receive 
the consideration of the Publishers’ Associa- 
tion or of its Executive Committee at the next 
meeting, so that announcement might be made 
in time for the publishers’ catalogues which 
will appear in the “Publishers’ Trade List 
Annual” of the present year. 


THE ASSOCIATED BOOKSELLERS OF 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


THE annual meeting of the Associated 
Booksellers of Great Britain and Ireland was 
held April 11 at Stationers’ Hall, London, 
the president, Henry W. Keay, in the chair. 
After reading the report for the year ending 
December, 1901, and the rendering of ac- 
counts the chairman addressed the meeting, 
congratulating the association upon the very 
satisfactory relations that exist between them 
and the publishers. The Associated Book- 
sellers are also satisfied with the success of 
the net price system, and look forward to the 
time when the giving of trade discounts to 
the public will be a folly of the past. Last 
year there were published 5675 books that 
were called “subject books” and 2322 net 
books. The value of the “subject books” was 
£1211, 8s. 74d., and that of the net books 
£983, 3s..4d., showing that though the num- 








lisher must make money if the author did, 


therefore he could only push books that 
showed a profit. 

W. F. Zimmerman, of A. C. McClurg & 
Co., presented the publishers’ side of the 
question. To his mind the relations of pub- 
lisher and author are akin to those that exist 
between lawyer and client, physician and pa- 
tient, as well as those of capitalist and in- 
ventor—of those who provide the means for 
carrying out the schemes and ideas of those 
who think out these schemes and ideas. Mr. 
Zimmerman very cleverly and convincingly 
proceeded to prove his contention that the 
true and reputable publisher is as much in- 
tent upon issuing books that will actually 
benefit mankind as he is upon making his 
ventures profitable. 

Francis Brown, of the publishing depart- 
ment of A. C. McClurg & Co., concluded the 
entertainment by replying to questions and 
giving further information relative to the 
subject. 





THE LEFFERTS SALE. 


THE sale of the principal portion of early 
Eaglish prose and poetry from the library of 
Marshall C. Lefferts, that took place at Bangs’ 
from April 21 to 24, notwithstanding the fact 
that some of the best books had been pre- 
viously disposed of privately, was an event 
of considerable importance in the annals of 
book auctions. In spite of this the attendance 
throughout the sale was small and the prices, 
with few exceptions, anything but exorbitant. 
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The total of the sale was not given out, but 
it is estimated to have been between $37,000 
and $40,000. 

On the first day a black-letter edition of 
“Adam Bell, Clim of the Clough and William 
of Cloudesle” brought $250; the 1600 edition 
of Allot’s “England’s Parnassus,” $150; a 
first edition of Ascham’s “Scholemaster,” 
$145, and a first edition of the “Toxophilus,” 
$160. A first edition of Bunyan’s “Holy 
War” was run up to $700; a set of editions 
of Samuel Butler went for $390; black-letter 
Chaucers brought various prices up to $200. 
‘A collection of editions of John Cleveland 
sold for $312. The 1611 edition of Coryat’s 
“Crudities,” after a spirited contest, was 
knocked down at $440. A collection of the 
works of the Rev. T. F. Dibdin brought high 
prices. 

The highest price paid for a single book at 
the second day of the sale was $1100. The 
volume was “Songes and Sonnettes Written 
by the Right Honorable Lord Henry Haward, 
Late Earle of Surrey, and Others,” London, 
1567—the fifth edition of what is commonly 
called “Tottel’s Miscellany.” The price was 
not excessive, in view of the fact that this 
copy is probably the earliest edition of the 
famous work that is procurable at any price. 
Bishop Garvin Douglas’s “Translation of Vir- 
gil,” 1553, went for $235; the 1656 edition of 
the poems of Drummond of Hawtornden, for 
$200; “Queen Elizabeth’s Prayer-Book,” 1578, 
for $329.50; and Patrick Hanney’s “Nightin- 
gale,’ 1622. for $290. The first edition of 
Herrick’s “Hesperides,” 1648, ran up to $420; 
and John Heywood’s “Works,” 1562, to $210. 
This price is $15 lower than that of the Adee 
copy. 

On the third day a first edition of Ben Jon- 
son’s “Volpone, or the Foxe,” a rare book, 
brought $110, and $70 was paid for the same 
author’s “Memorie,” which contains many 
references to Shakespeare. Thomas Jordan’s 
“Poetical Varieties” sold for $42.50. For 
“The King’s and Queen’s entertainment at 
Richmond, after their departure from Oxford, 
in a masque presented by the Most Illustrious 
Prince Charles, September 12, 1636,” $55 was 
paid. Leland’s journeys brought $40, and 
“The Art of Making Love,” 1676, $37.50. 
John Lydgate’s collection of the tragedies, 
about 1555, was sold for $190 after a lively 
contest, and Lyly’s “Anatomy of Wit” and 
“Euphues and His England,” bound together, 
was sold next for $100. The first issue of 
”"The Lays of Ancient Rome” brought $15. 
Andrew Marvell’s poems were sold at $75, 
and Middleton’s “A Game of Chess,” one of 
his rarest .plays, brought $190. This edi- 
tion of Middleton’s play is believed to be 


one of the only two in existence in the 
original edition. Milton’s famous “Areo- 
pagitica” brought $145, but the “Eicono- 


clastes” only $42.50. The first edition of 
Florio’s “Montaigne” brought the highest 
price of the third day, $355. This is often called 
the “Shakespeare edition,” from the fact that 
the British Museum contains a copy bearing 
the autograph of Shakspere. The 1664 edi- 
tion of Thomas Killigrew’s plays, containing 
the fine portrait by Faithorne, brought $150; 
a black-letter Lydgate (circa 1555), $190; 


and a French manuscript Book of Hours, 
beautifully illuminated, $195. Other manu- 
scripts in Persian, Arabic and Hebrew also 
sold for $50 and more. The 1589 edition of 
Puttenham’s “Art of English Poesie’ went 
for $175, and a first edition of the Earl of 
Rochester’s poems for $155. 

The highest price paid on the last day of 
the sale was $380 for a Shakespeare folio of 
1685. A “Life of Sir John Oldcastle,” 1600, 
went for $350; and “Two Noble Kinsmen,” 
1634, for $280. The first English book of 
— Geffrey Whitney’s, 1586, brought 
210. 


A RARE SHAKESPEARE FOLIO. 


Puttick & Simpson, the London auction- 
eers, will include in one of their early May 
sales a fine copy of Shakespeare’s Second 
Folio having the very rare Smethwick title- 
page. On the 20th of March last another 
copy with the same title, measuring, curiously 
enough, precisely the same, (12% in. x 8% 
in.,) realized $3450 at Sotheby’s, that being the 
highest amount ever obtained at auction for 
the volume in question. In the present copy 
the defects are of the slightest description, 
comprising faint staining, a repair to a small 
portion of the plain margin of Ar, and the 
strengthening of the last leaf. The copy is in 
old calf, and in every respect desirable. 
Nearly all the copies hitherto sold have had 
the Allot title-page. The Daniel, Tite, Or- 
ford, Ives and Daly copies all had the Allot 
title, as also have the three copies in the 
British Museum and the one in the Huth Li- 
brary. The example in the Lenox Library, 
New York, has, however, the Smethwick ti- 
tle, and was purchased in 1855 from Henry 
Stevens, together with the three other Folios 
and about forty of the Quartos, for a lump 
sum of $3000. The prices realized in old 
days for the Second Folio are not without 
interest. According to the London Athe- 
neum, they show that in 1680 about 16s. was 
deemed sufficient; in 1790, £4 4s.; in 1820, 
from £10 to £13; in 1832, about £20; in 1873, 
about £45; and in 1890, from £50 to £60. The 
collection of Shakespeares in the sale of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel E, G. Hibbert’s library, sold 
on the oth to the 12th of April, at Sotheby’s, 
realized £1050 for the First Folio, (1623,) 
title defective, etc.; £350 for the Second Fo- 
lio (1632): £755 for the Third Folio, 1663, 
with the 1664 title-page added; and £118 for 
the Fourth Folio, (168s5.) 





JEWELLED BIBLE ENTERS FREE. 


A JEWEL-STUDDED, go!ld-bound manuscript 
Bible of the eighth century was brought into 
New York last week by Junius S. Morgan, 
the nephew of J. Pierpont Morgan, who left 
it with the collector for appraisal. Collector 
Stranahan decided that the Bible could come 
in free of duty under either paragraph 609 
of the tariff law as a manuscript, or under 
paragraph 502 as a book in a foreign lan- 
guage. In his application for its appraise- 
ment Mr. Morgan placed the value of the 
book at $45,000. 
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CANADIAN COPYRIGHT ASSOCIA- 
TION. 


At a meeting of wholesale booksellers, sta- 
tioners, master printers and bookbinders, held 
in Toronto on April 24, it was decided to form 
a copyright association. The object of the 
Copyright Association, according to one of 
those prominently concerned in its organiza- 
tion, is to give particular attention to the ques- 
tion of Canadian copyright, which has been 
nobody’s business up to the present time. The 
scenes of the association’s chief activity will 
be laid in Toronto for the present, but the 
promoters are hoping that the movement will 
extend to other large cities of the Dominion. 
















A $25,000,000 PAPER COMPANY. 


Tue Wuite MountaAIN PAPER COMPANY, 
which was organized recently by New York 
and New England capitalists under a New 
Jersey charter, authorizing a capital of $25,- 
000,000, is about to bégin active competition 
with the International Paper Company. The 
new company will build at Portsmouth, N. H., 
one of the largest pulp and paper plants in this 
country. The practical operations will be 
begun within two weeks. One hundred and 
twenty acres of land at Freeman’s Point, 
Portsmouth, have been purchased and upon 
this the mills will be constructed. Water 
powers have been acquired upon the Saco 
River and also upon the Salmon Falls River, 
from which there will be developed about 30,- 
ooo horse power. The company has been ex- 
empted from taxes for the next ten years 
and the situation of the plant upon tide water 
will be given an advantage in the way of 
shipping the product by vessels as well as in re- 
ceiving coal direct from the southern pockets. 

The company has purchased of George B. 
James, of Boston, upwards of 650 square 
miles of forest land in central New Hamp- 
shire and that part of the Saco River Valley 
which lies in southwestern Maine. Mr. James 
has been acquiring these vast blocks of land 
for the last thirty years, and it is anticipated 
that by following the new system of forestry 
the territory will yield a practically perpet- 
ual supply of pulp iogs for the mills. 

The principal men and concerns in the 
enterprise are William B, Plunkett of North 
Adams, Mass.; Col. John J, McCook of the 
firm of Alexander & Green. New York; 
President Oakley Thorn of the North Ameri- 
can Trust Company; Charles E. Lock of 
149 Broadway, New York, who will be treas- 
urer of the corporation; George B. James of 
Boston; John C. Morgan of Niagara Falls; 
Gardiner Hall of South Willington; P. B. 
Wesson and the Hampden Trust Company 
of Springfield, Mass.; Charles Fletcher of 
Providence; Ferdinand W. Peck of Chicago; 
William S. Taylor of Philadelphia; George 
R. Bidwell, former Collector of the Port of 
New York; and George H. Robinson. Col. 
Wilbur C. Brown, William C. Beer and 
George E. Barstow, all of New York. 

The company will employ, when in full 
operation, about 1600 men in Portsmouth 
and about 1000 in other parts of New Hamp- 
shire and Maine. 
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THE BOOK TRADE AND INTERNA- 
TIONAL POSTAL SERVICE. 


THE permanent office of the International 
Congress of Publishers has issued a circular 
asking for consideration of four questions 
which are briefly summed up as follows: 

(1.) Parcel Post and Printed Matter.— 
To urge every possible improvement in the 
international service and to ask that in the 
countries of the Postal Union the maximum 
weight of parcels by Parcel Post be raised to 
5 kilos, that of printed matter to 3 kilos. 

(2.) Vienna Agreement (Postal Newspa- 
per Subscription.)—To carry out, according 
to the special circumstances of each country, 
having in view the interests of publishers and 
proprietors of newspapers and periodicals as 
well as those of retail booksellers. 

(3.) Registered Printed Matter—To urge 
a reduction in the present tariff for registered 
printed matter, in the internal service, wher- 
ever it seems desirable, and in the service of 
the Postal Union. 

(4.) Posting of Prints with Reimburse- 
ment.—To take steps with a view of obtaining 
a reduction in the present tariffs and to urge 
the extending of this system over the whole 
territory of the Postal Union. 

As the next Congress of the Universal Pos- 
tal Union will meet in Rome in 1904 it is 
deemed advisable to approach the postal 
authorities of the respective countries at an 
early date, so that the wishes of the Congress 
of Publishers may be included in the pro- 
gramme of the Congress of Rome in good 
time, lest the discussion of them should be 
postponed until the following Congress which 
is not likely to meet for another eight or ten 
years.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Mrs. Jutta A. Harper, widow of James 
Harper, the founder of the publishing firm of 
Harper & Brothers, and former Mayor of 
New York, died late on Friday night, April 
18, at her home, 4 Gramercy Park, New York. 
She was eighty-one years old, and had been 
an invalid for years. She was a daughter 
of Samuel Thorne, one of New York’s oldest 
shipbuilders, and was married to Mr. Harper 
in 1849. Mr. Harper died in 1869. Mrs. Har- 
per was his second wife. They had three chil- 
dren—Mrs, Julia T. H. Millard, widow of 
Dr. Henry B. Millard, who lives in Paris; 
Miss Elizabeth Fletcher Harper and James 
Thorne Harper. 


Dr. FrepericK ALBert CAsTLe died April 
27, at the Roosevelt Hospital, New York. 
He was born at Fabius, N. Y., April 29, 1842, 
and took his degree from Bellevue Hospital 
Medical College. He served in the Federal 
Army as a medical cadet at the outbreak of 
the Civil War, and was appointed assistant 
surgeon in the navy in 1863. After the war 
he became a general practitioner in New York 
City. He was connected with the editorial 
staff of the Medical Record from 1872 to 
1876, and was editor of New Remedies after- 
wards The American Druggist. He was a 
prominent member of the Grolier Club, and 
the designer of the “Dutch Room” in its club 
house. 


Henry H. Oris, bookseller, died April 26, at 
Buffalo, N. Y., where he lived for half a cen- 
tury. Mr. Otis was born in the village of 
Rome, February 4, 1834. His early years 
were spent on a farm, his education being ob- 
tained from a district school. He attended 
school a part of the winter and worked on 
the farm during the summer, according to the 
custom of the time. In 1853 he went to Buf- 
falo. Obtaining a situation with the book 
publishing firm of Phinney & Co., by five 
years of earnest work he became head clerk. 
On February 17, 1858, Mr. Otis took charge of 
a bookstore in the Weed block. The original 
store was a branch of the Methodist Book 
Concern, but Mr. Otis soon obtained control 
of the business. The firm of H. H. Otis & 
Sons remained in the Weed block forty-three 
years, removing to Nos. 11 and 13 Swan 
Street when the old building made way for 
the new structure now being built by the Fi- 
delity Trust Company. When the Chautau- 


qua Assembly was established, in 1860, Mr. 
Otis opened a bookstore there, and his name 
is familiar to thousands who have visited the 
grounds. That business is carried on by his 
sons. Mr. Otis was a life-long Methodist. 
He founded the Plymouth and Asbury Meth- 
odist churches and had been a Sunday-school 
superintendent for nearly forty years. He 
also was a trustee of the Buffalo Orphan Asy- 
lum, and a member of Queen City Lodge, 
F. and A, M.

tury, Leslie’s and Outing, has hitherto given 
the greater part of his time to magazine work, 
but his personal friendship for Professor 
Roberts and his interest in the subject matter 
of his new book have caused him to lay aside 
for the time being his regular interests. 


Miss Susan B. ANTHONY for many years 
has been planning and collecting material for 
an exhaustive history of the woman’s suf- 
frage movement in this country. She is now 
at work in her home in Rochester writing the 
history, assisted by Mrs. Ida Husted Harper, 
who has been long identified prominently with 
the woman’s rights movement. While Miss 
Anthony’s book will deal chiefly with this 
nation, she has made a profound study of the 
campaigns for equal rights of the sexes in all 
parts of the civilized world. She feels that 
much has been left untouched still, but she 
also feels that if she is to do the work it must 
be at once, as she is very old and is weaken- 
ing physically, though as decisive and alert 
mentally as ever.

Joun P. Davis, of Pascoag, R. L, a news- 
dealer, has lost the sight of one eye, said to 
have been caused by being poisoned with the 
coloring from some of the colored pages in 
the Sunday newspapers. A few weeks ago, 
while folding the newspapers, he rubbed his 
hand over his eyes. His right eye soon began 
to pain him, and since that time he has suf- 
fered intense pain. He has lost the sight of 
this eye and his left is now affected. 


The Star of Hope, published by the pris- 
oners of the New York State prison at Sing 
Sing, is about to start a Literary Review col- 
umn, “for the careful review of publications 
that are of general interest to our readers.” 
“No. 1500,” the editor-in-chief, has written 
to D. Appleton & Co, expressing a desire for 
copies of Alfred Ayres’s “Some IIl-Used 
Words,” and “Errors in the Use of English,” 
by Dr. Hodgson. The books were forwarded 
to the editorial rooms. 


AMONG the recent importations of Charles 
Scribner’s Sons is “The International Stu- 
dents’ Atlas,” a valuable series of one hun- 
dred and five physical, political and statistical 
maps compiled from British and foreign sur- 
veys and the latest results of international re- 
search. The atlas has been prepared under 
the direction of J. G. Bartholomew, and is de- 
signed to illustrate not only one, but all text- 
books of physical and political geography, and 
is a complete reference atlas for all students’ 
general uses, with an index to 24,000 names. 


THe W. A. Witpe Company, of Boston, 
have just ready a nature story of farm and 
forest, entitled “What Gladys Saw,” by 
Frances Margaret Fox, author of “Farmer 
Brown and the Birds.” Primarily it is a na- 
ture story, containing a wealth of nature study 
such as the author is well known to have at 
her command. Still, this does not prevent 
the weaving in of a story about people that 
young readers will’ find particularly interest- 
ing. Care has been exercised to make it 
scientifically accurate as well as popular in 
treatment. 


Tue first volume of C. Oman’s “History 
of the Peninsular War,” which will shortly 
be issued from the Oxford University Press, 
deals with the events from the treaty of Fon- 
tainebleau to the battle of Corunna—1807- 
1809. Mr. Oman explains that he no more 
dreams of superseding the immortal six vol- 
umes of Napier than Dr. Gardiner dreamed 
of superseding Clarendon’s history; but points 
out that while Napier is unrivalled as a nar- 
rator of the incidents of war, he is a less 
trustworthy guide in politics. The new his- 
tory will contain a considerable amount of 
new matter, and maps, plans and portraits. 


A. S. Barnes & Co. will publish shortly 
“A World’s Shrine,” by Virginia W. John- 
son, author of “The Lily of the Arno,” 
“Genoa,” etc. This book describes in vivid 
language that most beautiful of the Italian 
lakes, Lake Como, its surroundings, its leg- 
ends, its former greatness, the home of Pliny 
and the immortals whose names are linked 
with its history. The volume will be fully 
illustrated. They will also publish this month 
“The Love Story of Abner Stone,” by Edwin 
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Carlile Litsey, “a man’s life story,” whose 
chief charm is in the pure and delicate 
touches of nature as found in Kentucky, of 
life and of love. 

Town Topics for April 24 prints the fol- 
lowing item: “Women in New York and Chi- 
cago complain of being swindled by the agent 
of a Philadelphia firm of book publishers. 
The agent, well gowned, drives about in a 
liveried carriage; sends up a card with a fine 
Belgian name; gets orders for $10 books, and 
then “raises” the order to hundreds or thou- 
sands of dollars. The firm promptly ac- 
knowledges the receipt of the bogus order, 
and the victim is threatened with a lawsuit 
if she refuses to take the books and pay. I 
have been given on good authority the names 
of the firm and the agent, and they are at the 
service of the police.” 

Tue Board of Directors of the Bank of 
New York has brought out a new edition of 
the history of the bank, by Henry W. Domett, 
which, issued in simple form at the time of 
the centennial of the bank in 1884, was almost 
immediately exhausted. The book is not only 
a valuable history of one of New York’s most 
honored and useful financial institutions, but 
it is a sketch, particularly in its earlier pages, 
of the history of finance in this country from 
the time when the ideas of Hamilton were 
striving to exert themselves against every 
kind of financial and industrial intrigue which 
had been bequeathed to the community by the 
forced stringency of the Revolution. 


H. W. Bryant, 223 Middle Street, Port- 
land, Me., will reprint the “Journal of James 
Melvin, private soldier in Arnold’s Expedi- 
tion against Quebec in the year 1775.” The 
journal will be carefully annotated by Andrew 
A. Melvin, and will be accompanied by a 
biographical sketch of James Melvin, the 
writer of the journal. An introduction, in 
the form of an historical review of the pe- 
riod, will form part of the volume. The edi- 
tion will be limited to 250 numbered copies. 
The journal was first privately printed by 
“The Club,” one of the earliest of the Ameri- 
can book clubs, in 1857, and in 1864 by an- 
other book club, the Franklin Club, of Phila- 
delphia. 


So much interest is being taken in the issue 
of fifty sets of proof etchings of the book- 
plate which King Edward vi. has given the 
artist, George W. Eve, permission to prepare 
for presentation toward the coronation fund 
to the London hospitals, that it is a certainty 
they will all be bought up before they are 
out. Each set of “remarque” proofs is to cost 
eight guineas, but they will in all probability 
fetch a good deal more. The subject of the 
King’s book-plates recalls the fact that the 
King takes a very keen interest in his books. 
He has just had the library at Windsor re- 
arranged after his own taste by the chief of 
the well-known Piccadilly firm of booksellers, 
Messrs. Hatchard. 


Tue first of the eleven new supplementary 


volumes of the ninth edition of the “Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica” will be published this week. 


These volumes will contain more than 10,000 
articles by more than 1000 contributors, 150 


















full-page plates, 125 colored maps, and 2300 
other illustrations, prepared under the edi- 
torial direction of Sir Donald Makenzie Wal- 
lace, President Hadley, of Yale University, 
and Hugh Chisholm. Besides bringing the 
famous ninth edition of the encyclopedia up 
to date. these supplementary volumes, which 
will be published at, approximately, monthly 
intervals, will constitute an independent ref- 
erence library, dealing with recent history and 
recent progress in all departments of knowl- 
edge. 


HoucutTon, Mirriin & Co have in prepara- 


tion “September Days on Nantucket,” a new 
book by William Root Bliss, which reflects 
the enjoyment of early autumn on this island 
of the sea, in what purports to be the diary of 
a visit made by two friends; “Captain Craig,” 
a collection of poems, by Edwin Arlington 
Robinson; “Nathaniel Hawthorne,” a biog- 
raphy, by Professor George E. Woodberry, a 
new volume in the American Men of Letters 
Series; also, “New France and New England,” 
a posthumous volume, by the late John Fiske, 
which is said to “furnish the only link needed 
to complete the chain of histories of this 
country, from the discovery of America to 


the adoption of the Constitution, upon which 
Dr. Fiske had for so many years been en- 


gaged. 


AN important contribution to the docu- 
mentary history of New York State will soon 
be published under the direction of State His- 
torian Hastings. It will consist of docu- 
ments gathered by Dr. E. T. Corwin, in Hol- 
land, supplementary to those brought here 
fifty years ago by J. Romeyn Brodhead, and 
in part embodied in the “Documentary His- 
tory of New York.” Two volumes of these 
records, covering the period down to 1700, 
are nearly ready for binding. It has taken 
two years to translate and prepare for publi- 
cation this portion of the material, and within 
two years, if the Legislature continues the 
appropriation needed, the work will be com- 
pleted. The light shed upon the Colonial pe- 
riod of the State by these records may be as- 
sumed to be very valuable. 


“Miss Petticoats,” the title of the book by 
the mysterious Dwight Tilton, which will be 
issued May 20, is such a curious name for a 
novel that it is no wonder one hears a fre- 
quent query for an explanation of its origin. 
The publishers answer the question by giving 
the following quotation from Chapter tv. of 
“Miss Petticoats”: “And so, ‘Miss Petticoats,’ 
you know the whole story except how you 
really got that name. Your mother used to 
fondle you, and call you ‘Mon petit ceur,’ 
I didn’t know French then, and asked her 
what she meant. ‘My little heart,’ she said, 
and 1 laughed and told her ‘Miss Petticoats’ 
was as near as I could come to the jargon, 
and ‘Miss Petticoats’ you’ve been ever since.” 
“*And I—oh, think of it—I hated the name 
when you spoke it a little while ago,’ said the 
girl gently; ‘I shall love it forever now for 
her sake.’” 


H. M, Catpwett Company will publish at 
once, by arrangement with David Belasco, 
the Blanche Bates Edition of “Under Two 
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Flags,” with all the illustrations from the 
play and an extra portrait of Miss Bates, 
suitable for framing; also, a new edition, 
from new plates, of “The Royalty of Friend- 
ship,” a collection of prose and poetry on the 
subject of friendship, by Alice L. Williams. 
Of “The Royalty of Friendship,” an edition 
de luxe with hand-decorated title-page, etc., 
will also be brought out in the fall. They 
will publish in August an Anniversary Edi- 
tion of Victor Hugo’s “Notre Dame,” trans- 
lated by A. L. Alger. It will be in two vol- 
umes and will contain 150 illustrations by 
Rossi, Bieler and Myrbach, together with all 
the illustrations from the play, by special ar- 
rangement and permission of Mr. Daniel 
Frohman, produced at Daly’s Theatre, New 
York, with a facsimile of the programme on 
the opening night, the 1ooth anniversary of 
Hugo’s birth. 


FrepeRICK A. Stokes ComMpaANy will pub- 
lish a posthumous story by Stephen Crane, 
“The O’Ruddy,” which has been completed 
by A. E. W. Mason, the author of “Miranda 
of the Balcony,” etc. “The River,” a new 
story by Eden Phillpotts, said to be “a long 
novel of the order of ‘Children of the Mist ;’” 
“The Destiny of Bettina,” the story of an in- 
ternational marriage which took place when 
such marriages were not every day occur- 
rences, by Mrs, Frances Hodgson Burnett- 
Townsend, who is rapidly recovering from an 
attack of neuritis that obliged her to rest at 
a sanitarium at Fishkill Landing, N. Y.; 
“Penruddock of the White Lambs,” a story 
by Samuel H. Church, one of the forty sur- 
vivors of the Duke of Newcastle’s famous 
regiment, which Cromwell cut to pieces at 
Marston Moor; “Come with Me Into Baby- 
lonia,” a novel of Babylonian life, by Josiah 
M. Ward; “Amor Victor: a Tale of Ephesus 
and Rome,” by Orr Kenyon; also two vol- 
umes more of “Letters of Bismarck,” contain- 
ing a large amount of correspondence be- 
tween him and the Emperor William, as well 
as many letters of a miscellaneous nature 
throwing sidelights on the characters of the 
great chancellor and of many of his famous 
contemporaries. 


ETHAN ALLEN WEAvER, Lock Box 713, 
Philadelphia, is preparing a history of the 
part played by Northampton County, Pa., in 
the Revolutionary War. That county, then 
comprising what is now Northampton, Le- 
high, Carbon, Monroe, Pike and Wayne 
Counties, furnished a number of Washing- 
ton’s most trusted officers, and contributed 
many men to the Continental and militia ser- 
vice. The book is to contain besides a mere 
history of events a reprint of the minutes of 
the county committee of safety from 1774 to 
1777; the sermon preached at Easton upon 
the return of Sullivan’s army in 1779; ex- 
tracts from the diaries of the Moravian 
churches at Bethlehem and Nazareth; letters 
written from Easton by distinguished offi- 
cers; muster rolls, lists of pensioners, bio- 
graphical sketches and portraits of civil and 
military officers of the county, with their au- 
tographs, and interesting maps and engrav- 
ings of historic buildings. Correspondence is 
invited from those who are in possession of 


portraits, silhouttes, letters, muster-rolls, or 
any papers relating to the county, or of its 
citizens enlisted in the Revolutionary War. 
The minutes of the committee of safety after 
1777 are missing, and it is hoped that this 
announcement may bring them to light. 


A. C. McCriure & Co. have just ready a 
volume of “Letters to an Enthusiast,” by 
Mary Cowden Clarke. These letters are ad- 
dressed to a Mr. Robert Balmanno, of New 
York, who admired Mrs. Clarke’s “Concord- 
ance to Shakespeare” so much that he wrote 
to Douglas Jerrold, begging him to ask Mrs. 
Clarke to send him one of the slips used in 
preparing the “Concordance” that he might 
have a word in her handwriting. Mrs. Clarke 
graciously complied with his request. Later 
Mr. Balmanno moved to enthusiasm some of 
the most prominent persons in this country, 
and a number of these—among them Daniel 
Webster, William Cullen Bryant, Richard 
Grant White, Longfellow, Charlotte Cushman 
and S, Austin Allibone—unitedly sent Mrs. 
Clarke a testimonial in the shape of a large 
rosewood chair. From this began a corre- 
spondence that lasted eleven years, (1850- 
1861;) and though during this time Mrs. 
Clarke never met her correspondent, it ceased 
only at the death of Mr. Balmanno, in 1861. 
The volume is edited by Anne Upton Nettle- 
ton, and contains ten photogravure plates. 
They have also just ready an attractive new 
edition of “The Book Lover: a Guide to the 
Best Reading,” by James Baldwin, revised and 
furnished with new lists and additional 
matter.
